Remfccd, 3d. That the charge made hy 
our o]>]>onents, that we art? in favor of 
what they term "nrtjro equality " socially 
and politically, is so base and so futile 
as to l>e unworthy of refutation. As to 
the }joliticat- equ/tlity—xvhUih means the 
right of suffrage to the negro — the uncon- 
ditional Union party of Kentucky have 
never contended for or favored it. The 
Constitution of our State regulates the 
subject by resi riding the right of suffrage 
to white male citizens; when we advocate 
a change of that instrument iu this rc- 
six^t, but not till then, we may lie charged 
with favoring the political equality of the 
two ritces. The party that has so success- 
fully prevented the disruption of the Cnion 
nitiv certainlv be trusted for its preserva- 
tion upon the same principles that have 
characterized it to the present time*. 

As to their being in favor of the physi- 
cal, moral and mental equality of the ne- 
gro race, we are quite unconcerned. They 
nay advo«-ate il as much as they please. 
They may swear that water will run up 
hill as well as down, and we shall not 
disturb their theory ; but if they propose 
to build a mill, that we are concerned in, 
above the dam, instead of lxdow it, we 
shall object, if we feel any interest in the 
mill. 

God ht.'s tixed the qualities of these races 
of men, and has not left the matter to 
these politicians. They are perfectly wel- 
come to hold that chickens can swim as 
well as ducks, and we shall take no issue 
with them; but when they determine to 
force all chickeus into ponds of water, we 
shall object, as far as wo feel any interest 
in the chickens. 

What we object to is, thai their party 
are resolved to treat the negro as if he 
were equal to the white man. They begin 
by setting him free. That is as far as the 
party in this State have got; but we all 
know they are progressive. Four years 
ago, if they had met and passed this reso- 
lution, the Union party here would 
have condemned them as Secessionists 
in disguise. The Secessionists then pro- 
claimed that to that end their party was 
aiming, and the Union men, in self-de- 
fense, scowled the prediction. They would 
have spurned this convention from one 
end of the State to the other, as gotten up 
and manipulated in the interest of the 
Confederacy. Times have changed, and 
these Union men have changed. 

They now go for the abolition of slavery 
everywhere, and what next? These 
changeable materials need not tell us that 
they do not favor negro suffrage. Four 
years ago, nay, two years ago, they would 
not have passed this resolution. They 
would not have favored it. It is their 
cardinal doct riue now. Four years hence, 
if there progress is not stopped, their car- 
dinal doctrine will be negro suffrage. 
Th' % will be for that; but deny that they 
favor the next step in radical progress. 
We have seen them marchinjr four vears. 



At the last session of the Congress of 
the United States that Ixxly proposed the 
follow ing amendment to the Federal Con- 
stitution, and submitted the same to the 
legislatures of the respective States for 
ratification, viz: 

"Sec. 1. Neither riNM nor involuntary 
ttervUmle, except cut a pi<}usJiment for crime, 
whereof the party shall funic been duly con- 
victed, ahull c ist irithin the United State*, 
or in any place subject to their jurisdiction. 

"Skc. IL Congress shall hare power to en- 
force this article by appropriate legisla- 
tion." 

The resolution of Congress proposing 
tho foregoing amendment was approved 
by the President of the United States on 
the 1st day of February, lSiio, and was 
instantly dispatched to the Governor of 
Kentucky, with a request to lav the same 
before the legislature, then in session, 
which he did in a message to that body, 
in which he recommended its ratification, 
but upon conditions w holly unattainable, 
as we think. 

Tbe undersigned, cominitteeof the con- 
servative members of both branches of 
the Legislature, who voted against the 
amendment, after as full and mature con- 
sideration as we at that time were enabled 
to bestow upon it, rejected it, there being 
but thirty-nine votes for the ratification, 
whilst there were seventy-nine against it. 

Whatever disinclination we may have 
had at a time when the country was con- 
vulse! with a civil war— the tiercest and 
bloodiest upon record— when the founda- 
tions of human society seemed to l>e giv- 
ing way. unable to' resist the fearful 
storms that were angrily surging and 
beating against them, to enter upon a 
task, thcimportance and gravity of which 
demanded tlie calmest, wisest and most 
earnest and deliberate consideration of the 
statesman and patriot ; we say, however 
inauspicious the selection of an occasion 
like that, for the submission and dw-isiow 
of such a question may have lx>en, it was 
presented to as for our action. We did 
act. We rejected it — and now, with your 
permission, we propose, as clearly and 
briefly as the nature of the subject will 
allow, to present to yott at least some of 
the considerations that influenced us in so 
doing. 

Aud first: Tim propusrd amendment is 
in violation of our Uoccrmnrntal system, 
contrary to the spirit of our institutions, aud 
is revolutionary. 

Tho right, us claimed by the friends of 
the measure, to amend the Constitution 
of the United States upon such and kin- 
dred subjects, we think is in open conflict 
with many of the fundamental principles 
upon which our governmental system is 
founded. It. in our deliberate judgment, 
is a flagrant invasion of the right of self- 
goverument, whieh so eminently consists 
in the right of each State, or the people of 
tho States, and of each separate local 
community to regulate, control and man- 
age their own internal aflairs and domes- 
tic institutions iu the way most agreea- 
ble to themselves. This principle is a 
cardinal one, recognized and admitted to 
the fullest extent by all the political par- 
ties that have heretofore arisen in the 
country, aud by none more thoroughly 
and explicitly than the party now ad- 
ministering the affairs, of the National 
Government, in the very platform that 
helped them to power. The 4th resolu- 
tion of the Chicago Convention of 18U0, 
that nominated Mr. Lincoln to the Presi- 
dency, reasserts, in unmistakable lan- 
guage, this great and primary right. It 
declares "that the maintenance inviolate 
of the right of each State to order and 
control its own domestic institutions ac- 
cording to its own judgment exclusive- 
ly, is essential to that balance of power, 
on which the perfection and endurance of 
our political fabric 'depend.'" 

And now, without calling up in detail 
the many conflicts and struggles ot our 
race in the old world (some of them mark- 
ed with blood) with the crown, then the 
fountain of all power, aud with which the 
history of the times abounds, for the ac- 
quisition of this right, which even in 
those ruder days was deemed of such 
vital imjKjrtaneo to personal as well as 
public liberty; or to the continued, un- 
yielding and manly struggle of the Ameri- 
can colonies for two hundred years to 
maintain inviolate against kingly power, 
tar removed from them, the rtghtaafthey

had already acquired, aud to d

happiness as a people so materiallv de- 
pended— we say, instructive us such de- 
tail might be, in view of the proper solu-

to allude lo them. A review' of these 
struggles, the great print iples involved in 
them, the steady growth of the spirit of 
liberty and independence, the nature 



suspecting people is rarely marked with 
the boldness that alarms, or which it dis- 
plays when it has reached absolute do- 
minion over the lives and fortunes of its 
victims. It is never without a pretext, 
more or leas specious and dangerous. 
Human ambition exults in its exercise. 
It is said in allegory that the sword of 
Solomon was found by an Eastern Prince, 
bidden in a cave under Mount Caucasus. 
As lie drew it forth he discovered the sim- 
ple word "Pfjuw," deeply engraved upon 
its glittering blade, anil instantly king- 
doms, people, law s, institutions, and even 
the mountain vanished from its presence. 
For the good of mankind it wore best that 
the woapon of the "w ise man" had never 
teen unsheathed. 

We need not remind you that the liber- 
ties of a people are comparatively safe 
from invasion when law, order aud pub- 
lic tranquillity prevail. They are lost in 
times of great popular commotion— anud 
the wild turbulence of passion— or m hen 
w earied with the conflicts of a bloody aud 
desolating war, repose is sought, or 
vouchsafed, at the expense of popular 
rights, and the surrender of constitution- 
al liberty. The obvious effect of the pro- 
posed amendment will be the utter over- 
throw of a great priuciple which has 
heretofore pervaded our system of con- 
stitutional government. It proposes to 
liestow upon the Congress of the nation 
powers never before claimed for it, and 
which for wise purposes have heretofore 
with such universal distrust, been con- 
s antly withheld from it. It is a tre- 
mendous stride toward the centralization 
and consolidation in the Federal Govern- 
ment of the whole political power of the 
country. This is to be accomplished un- 
der the auspices of the party now admin- 
istering tho Government, the originators 
and authors of the scheme of amend- 
ment. The hot passions and unreason- 
ing prejudices of the people of one sec- 
tion, greatly outnumbering the other iu 
iiutnet ical strength, are invoked, and tlie 
Constitution of the country, with ull its 
revered memories, is to be subjected, at 
such a time, to such an ordeal. It re- 
quires no seer to foretell that the assump- 
tion of such a power by the Federal Gov- 
ernment will furnish a precedent for 
Mill further encroachments upon the 
rights of tho people of the States, until 
one black and rayless despotism of cen- 
tralized power has usurped tlie place of 
the great American idea of "self-govern- 
ment." 

1am.hI and municipal rights and priv- 
ileges, and their regulation exclusively 
hy tlie community to be affected thereby, 
constitute in a great measure what are 
popularly called the civil liberties of the 
citizen. These rights are sacred, anil are 
essential to the full enjoyment of liberty. 
They had been acquired after long and 
tedious import unitv and struggle. Their 
betrayal brought about the conflict of the 
revolution — the war of indeiendencc. A 
brief glance at our political history at that 
period, and subsequently, will tend to il- 
lustrate the great truth we are endeavor- 
ing to enforce. Prior to the commence- 
of the unequal contest with the mother 
country for independence, the people of 
the Colonies were divided into thirteen 
separate communities — living under dif- 
ferent political organizations, and differ- 
ent municipal laws. They were inde- 
pendent of each other. The territory oc- 
cupied by them extended from the sea 
coast to tlie Canadiau frontier. It w as 
unequally divided among them. Some 
had large possessions, others exceedingly 
small. As was natural, various customs, 
habits, interests, rights, privileges and 
local attachments grew out of this sepa- 
rate existence, their diversified climate 
and i»« o<.iuotionn, and to some extent 
out of the character ot the gruuts 
made to them by the British crown. 
The approaching " contest with the 
mother country united theni for 
purposes of defense only, each communi- 
ty being governed by their own local in- 
stitutions and laws, independent of each 
other. In 1778, while the struggle was in 
progress, the first attempt at a confeder- 
ate!! Uystein of government for the sepa- 
rat? winuiunities was made, and articles 
of confederation were agreed upon by the 
States in their sovereign and independent 
character. The Congress of the confeder- 
al iom was the government, created by the 
Statts. Upon it was conferred the power 
of a general or national concern; whilst 
the people at home, with their local State 
Goverjmonts, nearer to them, and more 
immedately under their supervision and 
contro, directed their domestic affairs, 
free fium the oflicious interference or 
mcddlngof others. The Constitution of 
17S7, now sought ty> be amended, super- 
seded the old articles of confederation, 
and h itself but an amendment to the 
governmental system which had its ori- 
gin intlie objects and purposes to which 
we hrvo alluded. Tho Government de- 
fined by the Constitution is rightly 
namec "the National Government," with 
enlarged powers, it is true, but national 
in thcr design and character. TheStates, 
with heir local institutions, laws and 
munidpul privileges, iu the construction 
of thoNational Government, were leftun- 
touchjd. ( )ver these the States, through 
their jeuple, were to continue sovereign 
and siprenie, while thoNational Govcrn- 
mentivas to have a like supremacy over 
all siojects confided to it. The powers of 
the later are all delegated and limited. 
It hadno original existence or power of 
itsowi; all were derived from the peo- 
ple, who. jealous of their own rights, only 
coufered upon it so much of their power 
as wai necessary to carry into eflbct the 
great purposes of its creation. 

Sum is a brief view of our complex but 
admimblc system of National and State 
Govesnncnts, each moviug in its own 
appointed sphere, and which in the short 
pcrioi of seventy years had ca rried the 
country to an exalted and en via ble rank 
among* the nations of tho earth. 

In considering the question now be- 
fore vou, it is highly proper, certainly 
prudmt. to examine into the nature of 
the General Government, its purposes 
: and tesigii. In this you will bo materially 
aided by the declarations of the Cousti- 
, tutiai itself. Its object was "to form a 
! moreprrfect union, establish justice, insurr 
f doynestictranqudlity, provide for the common, 
defense, promote the general we/fare, and 
i leeure the blessings of liberty to the people 
I md their posterity forever." 

Notwithstanding these declared pur- 
jmjsoh of the instrument so wise, gener- 
ous and beneficent in their nature, the 
eople who had just emancipated them- 



tiersonal rights and privileges that con- 
tributed to their welfare and happiness. 
Their State or local or home governments 
had therefore secured to them the bless.- 
ings of liberty, their rights of property, 
and, indeed, all those rights which con- 
tribute so largely to the personal freedom 
of the citizen — all these great interests 
were protected by State laws and State 
Constitutions. These laws and constitu- 
tions were adapted to the genius, pur- 
suits, necessities and geographical posi- 
tions of the various localities defined by- 
State boundaries. Indeed, in obedience 
to this spirit of self-government which 
pervaded the whole system, and to place 
within the power of the people the direct

The ninth and tenth articles of amend- 
ment, proposed by the Congress of 17s", 
and subsequently adopted, defiue. with 
distinctive clearness, the philosophv of 
the Government established by the Con- 
stitution. The ninth article declares that 
"tho enumeration in the Constitution of 
certain rights, shall not he construed to 
deny or disparage others retained by the 
'people.' " 
Tlie tenth article reads as follows: The 

Sowers not "delegated . to the United 
tates bv this Constitution nor prohibited 
by it to the States are reserved tothestates 
respectively, or to *the people.' *' These

The Constitution, when it came into ex- 
istence, found the States exercising all 
the functions of Government, caninien- 
surate with the local interests aud neces- 
sities of the people. These were not to be 
endangered or disturbed by it; but on th* 
contaary, it became the duty of Ihe new 
Government, in fulfillment of its high mi- - 
sion of promoting the general welfare, to | 
cherish and protect them. 

In view, then, of the spirit of our insti- 
tutions, the nature and design of the Fed- 
eral Government, the rights and liberties 
of the people which it was the purpose of 
the Constitution to preserve, we cannot 
admit that the framers of that great in- , 
strument intended by the power of amend- 
ment engrafted upon it, to confer upon 
two-thirus of Congress, and three-fourths , 
of the States, authority to change rad- . 
ical ly the nature, form, or purpose for 
which the Federal Government was 
created; or to invade any of the great i 

firinciples upon which it is' founded. Yet | 
t is claimed by some that under tbe pow- 
er of amendment the requisite votes of j 
Congress and of the States cau subvert, 
not only the /or>n of tlie government, but j 
transform our free institutions into an 
empire or a monarchy, such as rule and 
oppress the people "of the old world. 
That three-fourths of the States, if combin- 
ed for such a wicked pur|>ose, can always; 
command two-thisds of tho votes "of | and extent 
Congress to amend the Constitution, so submitted t 
as to permit thereafter even a simple ma- 
jority of the people of the States , through 
the agencies of the Federal Government, 
to enter upon the other States to usurp 
their powers, destroy their civil and politi- 
cal rights, enslave the white man, eman- 
cipate the negro, establish a system of re- 
ligion, or do anything else w hich the ma- 
jority, impelled by ambition, avarice Li- 
the "wildest fanaticism, might dictate. 
Such a dangerous power as this may exist 
in a majority. But it is the power which 
might confers. It is a wicked libel upon 
the fathers of the Constitution to say that 
they intended, by the forms of amendment 
to that instrument, to grant any such

That Congress, under the power con- 
ferred by the second proposition, can thus 
deal with the negro to the abasement o 
the white man, is denied by some here in 
Kentucky; but not by the authors of tlie 
proposition In the Northern States.

If such jxwer of ameudment ex- 
ists, the very bulwarks of the Constitu- 
tion and of freedom itself may l>e assault- 
ed and broken down under Its s|>ecious 
guise, and neither life, nor liberty, nor the 
fruits of honest toil and industry are safe 
from invasion. lie who oversteps lite 
bounds of the Constitution may be mads 
to atone for it But here it is pro- 
posed to sanctify the w rong by the mock- 
ery of form, the right to amend the luiul- 
amental law so as to allow the common 
principles of sound morality and of jus- 
tice to be outraged and contemned w ith 
inipunitv. The changes or alterations 
which the Constitution permits to be 
made to it are called ■•amendments,'* that 
Is "to perfect,* "to improve," "to re- 
move a fault," "to make better," and vve 
undertake to say that all amendments, 
to be legitimate, must lie for these high 
purposes. If the power of amendment is 
unrestrained, limited only by the ambi- 
tion, caprice or hungry avarice of the 
majority, then the Government and the 
Constitution have tailed the purposes of 
their creation. We think the proposed 
amendment contains within itself the 
great general and cardinal fault attribu- 
ted to iu It proposes, in effect, to take 
awav the power of each separate local 
community to regulate its ow*n domestic 
institutions, and confer it upou strangers 
and enemies to some of their instituti< >ns. 
It proposes to allow the people of some 
of the States, through tbe agencies ot the

A Richmond and Petersburg corre- 
spondent says General Terrv, command- 
ing at Richmond, has issued* an order an. 
nouncing that slavery having ceased to 
exist in Virginia, all the State and muni- 
cipal laws regarding the personal litx-rty 
of colored persons have become obsolete, 
and that, hereafter, the colored people 
will enjoy the same personal liberty 
the whites, and be subject to only the 
same restrictions and punishments. ' Va- 
grancy, however, will not be permitted 
on the part of the negroes any more than 
on that of the white citizens.' 

The testimony of colored persona, be 
also states, will be received in all cases 
before the military courts in his depart- 
menu 

Gen. Hartsuff, commanding at Peters- 
burg, Va., has forbidden, in an official 
order, the holding of any more meetings 
by the planters, to establish • fixed price 
for the labor of n e gro es , or to make dis- 
t taction prejudicial to their interests, and 
no difference in rate of compensation for 
the same labor by whites and blacks is 
to be allowed. 

The Virginia Legislature adjourned , . 
fine die, on Friday evening last, after a I Ther.. 
session of five da vs. Nearly all the ( <■. -mi... 
measures required by Governor Pierpont 
to assist hsm in the work of reconstruct- 
ing the State Government were passed, 
eliciting Little or no debate in their pass- 
age. The most important of these was 
that extending the elective franchise to 
persons who were excluded from it Lv 
the Alexandria Constitution. These per- 
sons are those who have voluntarily giv- 
en aid and comfort to the rebellion since 
the first of January, 1964. 

The election of 'members of Congress 
.ind of the new Legislature is to take 
place on the 17th of next October. At 
this election the people are also to decide 
whether the Leg is lature shall have pow- 
er to repeal the Constitutional provision 
which excludes from holding office all 
who have been engaged in the rebellion. 

The Herald's Washington special says: 
Among other valuable property seized 
upon by Cel. Loom is. special agent of the 
Treasury Department in Virginia, is the 
military railroad leading from Danville 
to Greensboro— fort v miles in length, 
and built by the rebel army. The road 
will be run under the control of the 
treasury until regularly confiscated bv 
the court. It is expected to pay a hand- 
some per cent, above expenses."
